MALAGA, Spain. Dec. § (Reu- 
ters),—Police fired rubber bullets 
and tear gas today to disperse 
demonstrators us 8. general strike 
paralyzed this southern port city 
after two nights of rioting. 

The strike was called in mourn- 
ing for a 19-year-old Communist 
shot dead In demonstrations held 
on Sunday for home rule for 
Andalusia. 

Riot police fought running 
battles with demonstrators, who 
put up harricades of cars and 
benches in streets stil littered 
with smoldering debris trom last 
night's disturbaices. 

Civil Guards fired machine-gun 
bursts into the air to disperse a 
crowd that gathered outside one 
of the city's hospitals, witnesses 
said. 

The firet clash occurred near 
the spot--marked by lines of 
Sellow paint and the slogan “He 
died for democracy and auton- 
omy"—where the youth was killed. 

Politica! parties and labor 
unions broadcast appeals to the 
people of Malaga to stay home 
and remain calm as clashes 
spread through tne city, the 
capital of Spain's Costa del Sol. 

‘The civil governor's office said 
thet half 2 dozen shops were 
looted last night. The offices of 
the extreme rightist party Fuerza 
Nueva ‘New Forces and a few 
other buildings were set ablaze.

HAVANA, Dec. 6 (Reuters).—

She said that many of these 
provisions are now obsolete, in- 
consequential, overly detailed or 
concerned more with convenience 
end comfort than with the health 
and safety of workers.

Beyptian President -Sadat'’s swift and 
sweeping response to the Tripoll “confronta- 
“tion front” gave point to the rather vague 
actions of the Tripoli conference—and even 
gave unity to their divided counsels. Sadat 
broke relations with the four states which 
shamed the communiqué of the Tripoli meet- 
ing, an act that was not only more decisive 
than that document bat, since he also broke 
with Iraq, restored from the outside the 
unity that Iraq had shattered from within. 
The withdrawal of ambassadors is a zes- 
ture. It does not necessarily have finality. 
But it is a gesture that may well da as 


* much to shatter Arab solidarlty——always A 


dubious element in Middle Eastern affairs 
—as the gesture of Sadat’s visit to Iera- 
salem did to advance peace talks hetween 
Feypt and Israel. 

Prime Minfster Begin of Israel, in London. 
was not as happy about the latest gesture 
as he was about that which preceded it. 
Israel wants, he said, a general peace, not 
merely one with Egynt. And it stands to 
reason that Egypt would play a more con- 
structive roie as a moderating infinerite 
in 2 broad peace conference than if isolated 
from most of the Arab group. 

So the question now is whether the mod- 
erates who are still not ‘behind either Sadat 
or the Tripoli states will rally to Egypt or 
abandon Sadat completely. ‘This. of course, 


could be ἃ very grave strain on Egypt, since 
it depends to no smail degree on ai from 
the wealthier and more conservative drab 
states, But it would also continue to present 
Tsrael with hostile nelghbors on three sides, 
with only the Sinai as a belt of peace. 
The Arab “rejectionists,” those who want 
τὸ negotiations with Israel, such as Iraq, 
Libya and the Palestinians, also represent 
a radical political force, churning within the 
Aréb world and menacing established gov- 
ernments in many states. It has been the 
straggle with Israel that painted over the 
divisions between radical and conservative 
within the Arab community. A vital part 
of the ensuing discussions in that commu- 


nity will be whether this tie will continue 
_to bind. Ὶ 


So the next few days or weeks should be 
critical for the Middle East, for peace be- 
tween Israel and its neighbors, for coor- 
eration among the Arab nations—and, as 
js becoming increasingly clear, for relations 
between the United States and the Soviet 
Union. For Moscow has become quite bitter 
in its language about the Sadat gestures. 
falsely ascribmg them to U.S. inspiration. 
And it remains to be seen whether the 
Soviet Union will continue to hold to its 
allegiance to the UN resolutions upholding 
Israeli statehood and security—or go over 
all the way to the Arab radical rejectionists. 


An Empty 


“The place where the Tswana sleep"’—the 
Mteral meaning of Bophuthatswana, the 
second tribal homeland to get independence, 
calls up visions of a tranquillity for which 
white South Africa vainly hones. But the 
ceremonies that established it Tuesday 
were not, even greeted with approval by the 
majority of the Tswana people, much less 
that of the international community beyond 
South Africa’s borders. 

Bophuthatswana looks like no state ever 
before created: It consists of six relatively 
lange chunks of territory and a number of 
tiny ones, none contiguous to the others, 
mostly north and west of Johannesburg. 
Most of it is poor, arid land, suitable only 
for cattle grazing. Although it possesses 
potentially rich mineral reserves, it will be 
economically dependent upon South Africa 
for the foreseeable future. It is “home” to 
only a third of the 2.1 million Tswana people 
who live in South Africa (some 800,000 
Tswana live in the neighboring state of 
Botswana). Most of the other two-thirds 
live in the black townships abutting South 
Africa’s large cities, and have never set foot 
on Bophuthatswane. As of Tuesday they 
were regarded as its citizens, and not as 
citizens of South Africa; so most of these 
urban Tswanas cpposed Bophuthatswana’s 
independence. 

Homelands are the South African gov- 
ernment's official solution to its raclal 
problems. If all blacks are made citizens of 
one or another of 10 purportedly indepen- 
dent nations—even if hwndreds of miles 
from where they live—they need’ not be 
given political rights in South Africa itself. 
Yet the numbers expose the unreality of 
the policy. As the lines are now drawn, the 
lands scheduled for homeland status— 
including ‘Bophuthatswana and the Tran- 
skel, which became independent last year—-

represent only 13 per cent of the total area 
of South Africa. They are lands where 
whites did not settle—for the most part 
with good reason. And they contain less 
than half of South Africa's black population. 

Where groups contest over power, the 
ruling group has three broad choices. It 
gan share power through democratic pro- 
cesses of representation. It can divide power 
by partitioning the country's territory 
among the competing groups. Or it can 
wield power represstvely, refusing either to 
share or divide it. Until a few years ago, 
tae homelands policy seemed to some South 
Africans to contain the germ of a way of 
dividing power: an enlightened government 
in Pretoria would add steadily more and 
more “white” territory to the homeland 
areas until the bases for viable nation- 
states had been created. But the last few 
years have shown that there is no dispo- 
sition among the ruling Afrikaners to give 
away valuable land. Even more important, 
urban blacks have demonstrated that they 
want a fair share of the industrialized 
economy that has been created in large 
part by their labor.

Dubious U.S. Economic Policies 

At first glance, the U.S. economy has 
weathered the recession of 1974-75 better 
than any other industrial country—provided 
there are no further setbacks. But on ex- 
amination of the indicators such as infla- 
tion, unemployment, forelgn trade or the 
valance of payments, the picture loses much 
of its glitter. The latter factor seems to 
pe far more than a temporary problem, 
and even Mr. Carter’s officials reckon with 
a tendency towards deficit for several years 
to come. None of this would fe insoluble 
until it is viewed in the light of the Carter 
administration policies. As in the case of 
the falling dollar, these seem to be featured 
by indifference or indecision, and where a 
clear line has been adopted it has usually 
tbeen in the direction of tryimg to shift the 
burden to the allies of the United States.

For years

an existence in print, The 
continent swarms with barbers 
who do not cut my hair, yet no 
barber has ever charged me for 
keeping his clippers sheathed. 


Even if some insolent printer 
or demented barber did tender 
bis for not printing my squig- 
gies or not cropping my cowlick, 
he surely wouldnt have the 
cheek to raise his price for 
nonprovision of services on 
ground that inflation had in- 
crensed the cost of doing noth- 
ing. 

The telephone company's rea- 
soning in this affair appears to 
go something like this:

trepid information operators will 
refuse to betray to desperadces

Iron Horse Comes 


Closer to Extinction 


By David Iams 


R=, West. Germany (IT).—The iron horse has taken 

another step toward becoming an endangered species with 
the disappearance this autumm of steam locomotives from the 
‘West German railroad system, the Deutsche Bundesbahn. 

Until officially retired from service with the Bundesbahn's 
winter timetables, steam tocomotives had been alive and puffing 
in this country long after they had disappeared almost every- 
where else in Western Europe. Now, however, after 142 years, 
the Eundesbabn has not only taken the last of 115 own steam 
iccomotives out of service, but has banned steam engines of 
any kind from its tracks. 


Historical Society 


The benishment is distressing to the dozen or so West 
German railroad clubs, which keep steam. locomotives in work- 
ing order, since it will be harder now to trot them out for 
special excursions, it also saddens the estimated 30,000 West 
German ferroequinologists—as the dictionary entitles steam- 
engine fans to call. themselves—who were 50 devoted to spotting 
their pets fn action that they reported their sightings in a 
quarterly magezine, Lok Report, with the meticulousness of 
bird-watchers. ᾿ 

According to the German Railroad Historical Society. 
which says it has 2,200 members, Burope’s only steam power 
now in regular service is in Portugal, Finland and some Ccm- 
munist-bloc countries. 

Whatever sadness it engendered, the demise of steam on 
‘West German railroads was no surprise. the 1970s. 
German Damnpjioks, generally cleaner than their extinct U.S. 
counterparts and with black boilers often set off gaily by red- 
trimmed wheels, were steadily phased out by the Bundesbahn. 
But until recently, they could stil be seen in much cf north 
and central Germany—and attracting ferroequinologists every- 
where. 

‘The last route the engines plied was the 142 kilometers 
between the North Sea port of Emden and Rheine, in North 
Rhine-Westphalia. There ἃ half-dozen steam engines Were 
used as substitutes, averaging two round trins a day. 

The final regular run was made in September, but 8 
ceremonial adieu took place Oct. 23, three days before the ban 
on steam became official, The historical society put on an all- 
day excursion over the Emen-Rheine route, with two heavy- 
duty steam locomotives hauling 750 fans on a 10-car train, 
including three decommissioned coaches of the Rheingo!d 
Express, At the end of the day two men dressed in black and 
wearing top hats placed a funeral wreath on one of the leco- 
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motives with a message bidding “our beloved steam engines 
farewell.” 


Because of War 


“Steam engines were used in Germany longer than most 
otaer comntries mainly hecanse of the war,” said Klaus Franck, 
@ member of the historical society from Kaiserslautern who 
was among the mourners. 

“The Bundesbahn had only so much money at its disnosal 
to rebuild with when the war was over and had to use most 
of it repairing tracks and renewing freight and passenger cars. 
Rathec thar retool to make diesel or electric engines they just 
kept maxing more running on steam.” 

In 1945, West Germany had about 12,000 steam engines, 
although not all of them functioned. The Bundesbahn con- 
tinued building them until 1950, when the last one was put into 
service, Many, however, were converted from coal-burning to 
oil-burning boilers, one reason perhaps why German Jocomo- 
tives tended to look so clean. 

The historical society now estimates there are about 50 
steam locomotives in the country, 30 of them in working order 
and owned either by clubs or by small private rail lines, such 
as the Chiemseebahn in Bavaria. 

The Bundesbahn has not ordered them off its tracks 
simply as ἃ matter of principle: The restriction saves the 
Buadesbahn the cost of maintenance personnel formerly re- 
quired to clear away trackside underbrush, which in dry 
weather could catch fire from sparks flying from locomotive

Philip Yorke, 72, sys the family “was 
cycle mad.”
